CHALLENGER II is closely related to Sansovino, sire of the St. Leger winner Sandwich, 
and other numerous good performers. Both are sons of Swynford, while Sansovino is out of Gon- 
dolette, dam of Great Sport, who sired the dam of Imp. CHALLENGER II. Harpy, dam of Orpen, 
winner of the Hardwicke and St. George Stakes, second in the Derby and St. Leger, and third in the 
2,000 Guineas, is by Swynford out of Flaming Vixen, the third dam of Imp. CHALLENGER II.

He was unbeaten at two, winning the Richmond and Clearwell Stakes in such convincing 
fashion that he was adjudged the third best two-year-old in England, two pounds below Diolite, who 
subsequently won the 2,000 Guineas. Believed capable of winning the Derby by his owner, whose 
death voided the colt’s engagements, Imp. CHALLENGER II became an ideal prospect for American 
racing. He was bought by Messrs. Brann and Castle with a view to winning the Arlington Classic, 
but injured a hock while in training at Beckhampton. Never thoroughly fit or acclimatized in this 
country, Imp. CHALLENGER II showed phenomenal speed on various occasions before going lame 
last July when he was retired from the turf. 

Fred Darling, who trained Imp. CHALLENGER II, made the following comment when he was 
sold: “Lord Dewar and I thought him good enough to win the Derby and I am sorry to see him 
leave the country.”

REFORMS. 

[IX suggestions “that may redound to the 

credit of racing and also appeal to the gen- 
eral public,” if adopted by The Jockey Club, under 
rules of which the New York tracks are operated, 
are made by Neil Newman in an article published 
in The Morning Telegraph (New York), Decem- 
ber 5. The suggestions are: (1) “That at all 
race courses where it is practicable, a stake race 
be programmed each Saturday and holiday dur- 
ing the meeting at a distance of five or five and 
a half furlongs;” the race to be for ‘3-year-olds 
and upward, with about $2,500 or $3,000 added,” 
and the weights to be from 100 pounds to 140 
pounds. (2) “That at least one race a day be 
run at a distance which will permit the starting 
of such a race in front of the grand stand.” (3) 
“Make the top weight ta be carried in all handi- 
caps 126 pounds.” (4) “Some decision should be 
handed down as to the employment of stall gates 
or their rejection.” (5) ‘‘Handcuff assistant start- 
ers.” (6) “Revamp the racing programs.” 

Mr. Newman thinks large fields would be at- 
tracted by a race such as described in his first 
suggestion. Undoubtedly. He thinks such races 
“would appeal to spectators and speculators 
alike.” The game of “craps,’’ we would suggest, 
provides “quick action’? and furnishes interest 
for spectators and speculators, but it isn’t cal- 
culated to improve anything except the wrist 
movement and finger-snapping ability of the 
player. Mr. Newman says, “it costs just as much 
to maintain a horse with a limit of five and a 
half furlongs as it does Twenty Grand.” Quite 
true. He thinks “some provision should be made 
for this type, which is likely to bob up in any 
stable.’”’ Provision commensurate with the abili- 
ty, worthiness and usefulness of such horses is 
amply made in the overnight events. Mr. New- 
man further says, “the fact must not be lost 
sight of that racing, in the final analysis, is de- 
pendent upon the support of the public, and the 
public prefers large fields of well-matched 
horses.”” Our impression is and has been for 
many years that the public’s preference is for 
small fields of the better horses. The average 
number of starters in races in this country is 
approximately eight, and eight good runners is 
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Number 24 


about the number a majority’ of devotees to rac- 
ing best like to see in a contest. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that, in- 
stead of doing anything to encourage racing at 
sprinting distances, everything possible should be 
done to encourage contests at greater distances. 

We concur in Mr. Newman’s second sugges- 
tion, adding the thought that there should be 
more races for 3-year-olds and upward at one 
mile or more than one mile than are now given. 
The public, in addition to having fancy for a 
close-up of the start, also likes to see the horses 
“pass the stand the first time around.” 

While Mr. Newman’s third suggestion reads, 
“make the top weight to be carried in all handi- 
caps 126 pounds,” we do not think he means 
specifically just that; otherwise he would not 
have proposed 140 pounds top weight in his first 
suggestion. In his explanation he says: “As con- 
ditions are at present, there is no provision for 
moving up the weights when the top weight is 
withdrawn in a handicap.’’ He cites the last 
running of the Huron Handicap at Saratoga as 
a case in point and adds: “The weights should 
have been scaled upward, the top weight carry- 
ing 126 pounds, weights on the other starters to 
be raised proportionately.” 

As we understand him, Mr. Newman is sug- 
gesting that, when the highest weight assigned 
by the handicapper to any horse accepting the 
weights is less than 126 pounds, the weight of 
the top horse be brought up to 126 pounds, and 
that the weights of the other starters be scaled 
upward proportionately, preserving the handi- 
capper’s estimate in pounds of the difference be- 
tween the respective horses. If that is what he 
intends, THE BLOOD-HORSE concurs in the sugges- 
tion, and it believes with Mr. Newman that it 
“would have a tendency to give employment to 
heavier and generally more skillful jockeys, pro- 
voke a better contest and, therefore, make a wider 
appeal to the spectators.” 

We concur in Mr. Newman’s fourth sugges- 
tion. The Jockey Club should definitely fix the 
method of starting to be employed at each track. 
This should not be optional with the racing as- 
sociations. There should be uniformity, if for no 
other reason, to make it less confusing to the 
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horses. Trainers tell us that horses have under- 
standing, and some of the trainers tell us that 
horses have reasoning power. At any rate they 
have intelligence to the extent that if they have 
once been to a place they will recognize it when 
there again. So, when they go to the starting 
point, the method of starting should be familiar 
to them. In the days before the employment of 
tapes, barrier and stalls, which have come in suc- 
cession, the starter used a drum, and any of the 
old timers will tell you that the horses then ap- 
peared to have a very definite understanding 
about what they were doing, and that numerous 
of the better horses had knowledge of ways to 
gain certain advantages at the start. 


It is no different with the horses of today. If 
the method of starting is uniform, the race will 
be better, the integrity and ability of the riders 
considered. Now, as to the method, we think THE 
BLOoD-HORSE straw vote has shown conclusively 
that the stalls are in greatest favor. The present 
rule is that all races, except in case of emergen- 
cy, “shall be started by a starting gate approved 
by the stewards of The Jockey Club.” 

Expatiating on his fifth recommendation, Mr. 
Newman says, “half of the trouble at the start- 
ing point is due to the misdirected zeal of the 
starter’s assistants.’’ Note here the plural. In 
The Jockey Club’s book of rules the expressions 
employed are “the starter’s assistant,’ or “the 
assistant starter.’’ Prior to the use of the bar- 
rier, the starter had one man as his assistant. 
The advent of the barrier required men for the 
placing of the barrier at each starting point. 
Those men have evolved from mechanics into 
starter’s assistants, and they have assumed the 
right to manhandle horses at the post. The 
Jockey Club’s rule reads that “the starter may 
place vicious or unruly horses on the outside of 
the line,” and that ‘a horse in the hands of the 
starter shall receive no further care from his at- 
tendants, except that if any accident happen to 
a jockey or his equipment, the starter may per- 
mit any jockey or jockeys to dismount and the 
horses to be cared for during the delay; other- 
wise no jockey shall dismount.” 

In other words, it is the rule of The Jockey 
Club that no person other than the jockey shall 
have hands on a horse after the horse reaches 
the track, except that “by permission of the pad- 
dock judge and upon payment of $10” a horse 
may be led to the post. Mr. Newman thinks it 
might be well if The Jockey Club would sanction 
the presence of the attendant of a fractious horse 
to hold him at the post. We do not concur in 
this suggestion. We think the rule as now should 
be strictly enforced. 

No person other than the jockey should be al- 
lowed to handle the horse at the post. The 
weights should be such that stronger and more 
skilful riders would be available and in request.

Unruly horses then could be controlled by the 
riders, especially if the riders would go back to 
the use of longer stirrup leathers and thereby re- 
gain the purchase of the knees, which means bet- 
ter control, lost in the use of shorter leathers. 
If the rule against the use of drugs should be 
strictly enforced, a surprising decrease in un- 
ruly actions at the post would be shown. 

We concur in Mr. Newman’s sixth suggestion, 
and we say with him that “year in and year out 
the conditions of the races remain the same, 
leaving the impression that each year’s book is 
merely a reprint of the previous year’s.” We 
suppose the racing secretaries have sufficient lat- 
itude to permit them to exercise initiative in the 
framing of conditions that would be more at- 
tractive to all concerned than the stereotyped 
clauses and stipulations now in vogue. Perhaps, 


. 
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however, the secretaries for New York racing 
may be circumscribed to an extent similar to 
those in Kentucky, where the condition books are 
required by the State Racing Commission to be 
approved by the general manager of the race 
course before publication. In that event the onus 
is not entirely upon the racing secretaries. It is, 
however, a suggestion well worthy consideration 
by The Jockey Club stewards, as are all of Mr. 
Newman’s recommendations, with the exception 
of his first. There should be no retrogression. 


ADOPTED A MARE. 

HEN John B. Fetter, of Anchorage, Ky., 

son of the head of the George G. Fetter 
Company, printers and _ stationers, Louisville, 
wrote THE BLOOD-HORSE and asked for nom- 
ination blanks for early closing eastern stakes, 
we took occasion to drop him a note and ask 
him about his Thoroughbreds. The response was 
a revelation of another example of the joy that 
comes from association with that most whole- 
some of animals, the Thoroughbred horse. We 
quote a few lines from the letter, with which 
was enclosed a check for two years’ renewal 
subscription: 


. I was city-born and city-raised. Some 
four years ago I married a girl with a lot of 
common sense, something I didn’t suspect at 
the time. She insisted on the country. I trem- 
bled with horror but bought 10 acres 10 miles 
out and builded a home. We have 40 chickens, 
two dogs and one young broodmare, Mary 
Frances Fetter. She is by *Wrack out of Lady 
Quicksands, by *McGee. At four she foaled a 
bay filly by General Lee that has worked a quar- 
ter in :24. This filly is registered as Mijo, 
named after my wife, Josephine. This spring 
Mary foaled a bay colt May 8 by Stimulus that 
is at least above the average. See picture at 
four months. The man is John Jones, the year- 
ling trainer of Douglas Park. 


“So you see I am merely a man who has 
found the country and adopted a mare into the 
family. (Mary Frances’ name became unoffi- 
cially Mary Frances Fetter after her adoption 
into the Fetter family, we suppose.—Ed.) All 
very interesting to me, but not of sufficient im- 
portance to write of in your paper. 

“I hope always to own a mare, live in the 
country, and read THE BLOOD-HORSE.” 


DEPRESSION. 

HE other day a friend and patron of THE 

BLOOD-HORSE asked its editor to inquire of a 
Kentucky breeder if he would sell a certain colt 
and a specified filly, and, if so, to ask for prices. 
The breeder was not particularly anxious to sell, 
having placed the yearlings in training, but he 
finally stated the prices he would take. The 
prices were transmitted to the gentleman who

had made request for them. “Not interested,” 
he wired back, “ask the gentleman if he has 
heard of depression.” 

When the response was communicated, the 
breeder said: ‘Thank the gentleman for his in- 
quiry, and tell him that I not only have heard of 
the depression, but have felt it, and that I am 
hoping the two yearlings he would like to have 
for less money than I am willing to take will be 
the means of getting me over the effects of the 
depression.” 

This, in itself, is an indication that times are 
getting better in the Thoroughbred horse indus- 
try. If it were not so, there would not have been 
an inquiry for prices on those two yearlings, as 
good as they are reported to be, and, again, if it 
were not so the breeder would not feel himself 
capable of retaining them at a highter price than 
the would-be buyer is willing to give. 

Another indication that the depression is pass- 
ing is to be found in the report made by Victor 
E. Schaumburg, racing secretary, on the number 
of entries received by the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation and the Saratoga Racing Association to 
stakes closed on December 1. The comparison 
shows that the Westchester Racing Association 
this year received only 98 entries fewer to 22 
stakes than last year and that the Saratoga Rac- 
ing Association received 53 more than last year 
to eight stakes. Here the effect of the depres- 
sion is negligible. 

We note that there has been a cut in the 
purses at Jefferson Park and that depression is 
given by the officials of that track as being 
cause of the action. Perhaps it is, to some ex- 
tent, but not entirely. The public’s attitude to- 
ward the management and operation of that plant 
may have more to do with decreased patronage 
than depression. The volume of money for bet- 
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ting is undoubtedly lighter than in the previous 
season, but the public, being a year advanced, is 
wiser than last year. The public, since its orgy 
in the stock market, isn’t gambling with money it 
needs for other things—Christmas, for instance. 

There was no fall meeting at Louisville and 
Lexington. The owners of the tracks said it was 
due to the depression. We think it may have 
been due to the heavy overhead—to the toll of 
the political control of the tracks. We think also 
that it may eventually work out that the passing 
up of those two meetings may have been on the 
advice of politicians to whom have been entrust- 
ed the work of getting by and from the General 
Assembly at its forthcoming session a lower li- 
cense tax on the Kentucky courses. In any event 
THE BLOOD-HORSE knows that politics more than 
depression is responsible for the situation as re- 
gards the Kentucky tracks. Under proper, eco- 
nomical management, with reasonable reserve for 
purses and upkeep, meetings would never have to 
be abandoned. 

It is time for the breeders of Thoroughbred 
horses to take control of Kentucky racing from 
the politicians. If they do not do it now they will 
soon have no racing to control.

being confined to the present, if one is to produce 
any worth-while arguments. No one, insofar as 
we are aware, so much as “nibbled” at the last, 
which was limited strictly to juveniles of the 
present year. All of which goes to show that 
people like to exercise their imaginations.

FIRST class symposium arose in a friendly 

gathering around a cozy fireside in a stable 
office at Belmont Park one chill forenoon last 
week. Somebody remarked on the high-flung 
praise Turf scribes universally are heaping on 
C. V. Whitney’s Top Flight, noting the phrase, 
“greatest race mare of all time,”’ had been worked 
overtime in reference to the daughter of *Dis 
Donc. Someone else “humphed”’ profoundly and 
conjectured, “Why, I don’t know but what Harry 
Payne Whitney raced, in Regret, a better mare 
than Top Flight.” Then the fun began. 

Those few staunch friends of the daughter of 
Broomstick—Jersey Lightning, by Hamburg, 
readily admitted that Top Flight compiled by far 
the more impressive record in regard either to 
earnings or performances than their champion 
did at two, but they signified in no uncertain 
tones their reluctance to admit that Top Flight 
was a better race mare than Regret until she has 
won a Kentucky Derby and raced on to and in- 
cluding her 5-year-old year. That, it may be re- 
marked, is no small order. 

Regret, a 19-year-old sister to the defunct 
Futurity winner and sire, Thunderer, raced but 
seven times (the same number of starts Top 
Flight made this year) in two seasons, and was 
unbeaten when she came out at four to finish 
last after setting a stiff pace for a mile in the 


mile and a quarter Saratoga Handicap. She was, 
with all due respect to the acknowledged skill of 
her conditioner, the late James Rowe, Sr., pal- 
pably short that day. Regret should never have 
tasted of defeat. The only other time she failed 
to win was when she was second to her aged and 
repatriated stable companion, Borrow, in the 
Aqueduct Handicap. Regret was in to set the 
pace. She did, and could have won easily had 
Frankie Robinson merely kicked her in the ribs 
a few times nearing the finish, but when it was 
apparent that Borrow wasn’t bringing company 
forward with him, Robinson permitted Knapp to 
take it, by a neck margin. The fractional time 
for that race, with Regret, as per custom, leading 
throughout, was :23 2-5, :47, 1:12 2-5, 1:36 3-5 
and 1:49 2-5, a new American record. 

Regret started but three times at 2, winning 
the Sanford Memorial, Saratoga Special and 
Hopeful in commanding style; then rested nine 
months and came out to win the Kentucky Derby, 
an unprecedented achievement for a filly, from a 
good field. And will Top Flight be racer enough 
at five to beat such as were Old Rosebud, Boots, 
*Omar Khayyam, Roamer, Chiclet and Strom- 
boli?—in record time for a mile and an eighth? 
We don’t think so, in fact we have reasons to 
think little will be seen of the magnificent 
daughter of *Dis Donc next year and that she 
probably won't race at all after the 1932 season. 

Regret was a great race mare, Top Flight a 
great juvenile.

F Top Flight, “Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons says: 
“She isn’t a big mare, but a very rare animal 
in action.” 

Alec Gordon: “She is a nice type of mare, 
even-up all around and one of the sort which ap- 
pear only at rare intervals.” 

Walter Creech: “She’s a racy individual, has 
weathered racing well, hasn’t been overraced, 
looked good going into winter quarters, and may 
come right back next season.” 

Max Hirsch: “Regret was not a better race 
mare than Top Flight. You can’t take it away 
from the latter; she is a remarkable filly. Top 
Flight has been thoroughly tested. She is a 
finely molded filly, well muscled and powerful.”

AX HIRSCH has shipped On Post, Barcelona 

Pete, Black Board, Flag Trick and Blue 
Damsel back to his headquarters at Belmont 
Park. On Post and Tick On are in winter quar- 
ters as sound as the day they were foaled, neither 
having as much as a wind-puff to remind them 
of the season’s racing. These On Watch colts 
are going to be nominated to all the major 3- 
year-old attractions next season; neither, how- 
ever, is a nominee in the Belmont Stakes. Hirsch 
is in Lexington, where several yearlings owned 
by him and Sam H. Harris, prominently identi- 
fied with theatricals in New York, are located. 
These sons and daughters of Terry have ex- 
hibited fine speed in their trials. 

On Post, the Walden winner, still is virtually 
a green colt and like his more distinguished 
stablemate and relative, the black Tick On, winner 
of the Hopeful, he gives promise of getting big 
distances next year. Hirsch appears to like On 
Post a bit better than Tick On, which is inclined 
to be roguish at times. There is much about 
Tick On to remind old-timers of Colin, his pa- 
ternal grandsire; excepting, of course, for the big 
hock that son of Commando has. Hirsch attri- 
butes On Post’s defeat in the Endurance Handi- 
cap to the extreme early use made of him, a colt 
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which naturally prefers to come from behind and 
is slow to settle in his stride.

ACING fans, particularly those in Maryland, 

where he scored his most notable victories, 
lament that it was deemed necessary, for the 
sake of humanity, to destroy the one-eyed gelding 
Sandy Ford, which raced with such success in 
the colors of Willie Shea. Shea claimed the Sand 
Mole gelding at Bowie three years ago for $2,500 
and won the Dixie of 1930, a $25,000 stakes, with 
him. Mr. Shea vainly strove, with the assistance 
of several skilled veterinarians, to patch up the 
racer’s infirmities, which were multiple. J. O. 
Keene has a yearling chestnut half-brother, by 
*Justice F., to Sandy Ford which should live up 
to the family’s best traditions.

ILATE, a 38-year-old chestnut son of Friar 

Rock—-*Herodias, by The Tetrarch, is, if he 
winters well, apt to prove one of the best handicap 
performers in the country next season. Pilate, 
a Coe-bred colt, was claimed by John Whaien for 
$3,000 on the occasion of his first start, which 
occurred at Saratoga’s last meeting and found 
him a winner in fine style. Pilate refunded his 
purchase price several times over to Whalen, who 
recently disposed of him, at a reported price of 
$15,000, to E. F. Cooney, the Morristown, N. J., 
sportsman. Cooney has announced that if Andy 
Schuttinger, who now trains the son of Friar 
Rock, thinks it advisable, the big chestnut will 
be among the intended starters in the Agua Cali- 
ente Handicap. He has faced the barrier 10 times 
to date and has been returned winner in seven of 
these essays, placing in two. His second to Clock 
Tower, beaten a nose, in the mile and a quarter 
Maryland Handicap, at Laurel, with Mate and 
other good ones behind him was his most im- 
pressive exhibition. The distance of that race, 
with Pilate setting the pace all the way, was 
negotiated in the creditable time of 2:02 4-5. 
Pilate went a bit lame shortly after that effort 
but came back to the races to score in the Belvi- 
dere Handicap in Bowie’s mudiest going in the 
silks of his new owner. This half-brother to 
Black Majesty is not going to run for $2,500 soon 
again.

HE training track at Belmont Park hasn’t 

yet frozen and several of the trainers there 
still utilize it for the morning constitutionals of 
their charges. Each afternoon finds large bands 
of yearlings turned out in the numerous paddocks 
about that course. The past several winters here, 
according to the horsemen, have been compara- 
tively mild and this one promises to equally open. 
Joseph E. Widener has a corps of men busy at 
all times, winter and summer, policing the prop- 
erty. 


THE REMOUNT 


O the members and friends of the American 

Remount Association, Pierre Lorillard, Jr., 
president of the association, has addressed the 
following message: 

“With the end of the current breeding season 
the remount bureau plan, which has for its ob- 
ject the building up of the light horse industry 
and the creation thereby of a reserve of riding 
horses for use in emergency, closed the eleventh 
year of its existence. A brief resume of what 


the plan has accomplished to date is set forth 
herewith: 


“It is not now known how much Congress, at 
the session beginning in December next, will ap- 
propriate for breeding for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1932. But, considering the urgent 
demands for economy that are forecast, it seems 
probable that an effort may be made at this par- 
ticular time to effect some reduction in the amount 
available this year for this purpose ($132,500). 
However, the board of directors of this associa- 
tion are firmly convinced that the breeding plan 
is of immeasurable importance to the nation and 
that it is returning, for the money expended, an 
economic value far in excess of that of many 
other governmental activities., For this reason 
we request that our members and friends com- 
municate their views to their representatives in 
Congress and earnestly urge them to withstand 
resolutely all efforts toward any drastic reduc- 
tion in the annual appropriation for breeding. 


“The irreducible minimum is $120,000 for the 
next fiscal year, which is a reduction of $12,500 
from the amount available for the current year. 
With the exercise of rigid economy the amount 
referred to ($120,000) will permit the main- 
tenance of 700 stallions, but will allow no expan- 
sion beyond that number. Any amount less than 
$120,000 will mean the starvation and ultimate 
death of the breeding plan. Such an eventuality 
would be an irreparable blow to the entire light 
horse industry, and would involve a particularly 
severe financial loss to hundreds of small farmer- 
breeders. 


“The breeding plan was inaugurated in the 
fiscal year 1921, for which Congress authorized 
an expenditure of $250,000 for the purchase of 
stallions and other expenses incident to the oper- 
ation of the plan. This sum was subsequently 
materially reduced for reasons of economy. Dur- 
ing the first (1921) breeding season, 159 stallions 
were in service. Since that time the number of 
stallions, with a comparatively small appropria- 
tion, ranging from $150,000 to $132,500 per year, 
has increased until for the last season 693 were 
at the service of breeders and farmers. These 
stallions are distributed over 40 of the 48 states 
of the Union. 


“The total number of mares bred since 1921 
is 126,900, and the total number of colts pro- 
duced 85,000, or a yearly average of 7,739 colts. 
The aggregate expenditure of funds for the main- 
tenance and operation of the stallions during the 
eleven years of the existence of the breeding 
plan is $1,576,997. However, as an offset to this 
sum, stud fees to the amount of $227,710 have 
been collected and turned into the U. S. Treasury, 
so that the net cost to the government of the 
eleven years’ operations of the breeding plan has 
actually been $1,349,287. Taking this as a basis, 
the average yearly expenditure has been $122,662, 
and the average yearly cost of maintaining one 
stallion, including original purchase price, cost of 
transportation and maintenance, is $272.25. 

“The total value of donations of stallions and 
other breeding animals by members of this asso- 
ciation and other public-spirited citizens—-men 
and women—-is conservatively estimated at $350,- 
000. Additional sums have been received from 
the same source for the donation of prizes at 
horse shows and fairs to encourage breeding, so 
that the government already has been the bene- 
ficiary of the generosity of the friends of the 
breeding plan by nearly $400,000.” 
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THE $100,000 LIST

ALVATOR’S contribution to your issue of 
November 28, entitled, “Breeders of America’s 
$100,000 Winners,” is one of the most valuable 
contributions to our racing statistics that has 
been placed before the public in years. 

Not in the spirit of fault-finding, but merely 
to “keep the book straight,” I offer the name 
of Plucky Play as an addition to the list. The 
son of My Play and Plucky, by his victory in 
the Riggs Handicap, entered the $100,000 circle. 
(The fact was noted in our issue of last week. 

Ed.) Bred by C. B. Shaffer of the Coldstream 
Stud, Plucky Play, to and including his Riggs 
Handicap, has participated in 52 races, 11 of 
which he won. He was second in nine, third in 
12, and 30 times unplaced, earning $107,655. He 
is a foal of 1927. 

Segregating the winners of $100,000 or more 
into the three lines that have had such a ma- 
terial influence on American racing and breed- 
ing history, I arrive at the following:

An oddity about this segregation is that Fair 
Play is responsible for six of the horses credited 
to *Australian: Man o’ War, Mad Hatter, Chance 
Shot. Mad Play, Chance Play and Display. 
Four more are credited to Man o’ War: Mars, 
Bateau, Crusader, Clyde Van Dusen. One, 
Plucky Play, is by Man o’ War’s full brother, 
My Play. 

Three of *Bonnie Scotland’s representatives 
are sons of Whisk Broom II: Victorian, Whis- 
kery and Diavolo. Victorian and Whiskery are 
own brothers but Fair Play is represented by 
two sets of full brothers, Mad Hatter and Mad 
Play, and Chance Shot and Chance Play. In 
the *Bonnie Scotland group, Wildair, sold rather 
cheaply at the Whitney weeding out sale, con- 
tributes Canter and Sir Harry. 

It will be noted among the descendants of 
*Eclipse that Pennant contributes two, Equi- 
poise and Crystal Pennant; Commando two, 
Colin and Peter Pan; Black Toney two, Black 
Maria and Black Gold, and High Time two, Sara- 
zen and High Strung. 

An interesting speculation is whether these 
three lines will still dominate the racing and 
breeding spheres a quarter of a century hence. 
Or are we to construe the fact that imported 
sires occupy the first five places among the 
leading money winning sires and the three car- 
dinal lines have but one or two representatives 
among the leading 10 (My Play and High Time?) 
as a forerunner of the decline of these three 
lines that have been making racing and breed- 
ing history in this country for half a century? 

Of the fourteen in the list tracing to *Eclipse, 
Domino and Black Gold are dead; Black Maria 
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and Anita Peabody are mares; Sarazen is a 
gelding; King James, Coiin and Peter Pan are 
all past 25 years of age; Boniface has been 
tried and found wanting; Crystal Pennant is 
only a plater. This leaves Tryster, Equipoise 
and Blue Larkspur to perpetuate *Eclipse’s line. 
However, there are numerous other members of 
this line, such as Stimulus, Infinite and High 
Cloud, to mention but three, and I think the 
very fact it has so many flourishing branches 
will work to its ultimate advantage. 


Of *Australian’s line, Kingston is dead; Bateau 
is a mare; Mad Play a gelding, as is also Clyde 
Van Dusen. Man o’ War has been a most suc- 
cessful sire, Mad Hatter a partial success. I 
should hesitate to count out this line, with 
Chance Shot, Chance Play, Display, Mars and 
Crusader to be heard from. They all have their 
stud careers before them. 


Of the *Bonnie Scotland representatives, 
Delhi and Sir Harry are dead; Whiskery, Dr. 
Clark and Osmand are geldings. It will de- 
volve upon Victorian, Diavolo, Jack High, Can- 
ter, Misstep and Toro to carry on, and of the 
lot I should be inclined to place the most re- 
liance on Jack High. 


HOME-STRETCHES. 


Reading out of the current issue of The Home- 
Stretch (San Francisco): one finds that. “the 
Ague Caliente and Tanforan people are on the 
friendliest of terms,’’ even though they put on a 
“war for horses,” and that “next year everything 
will be hotsy-totsy, and a great year of racing 
on the Pacific Coast is in sight.” 


Editor Meyer hears talk of no summer meeting 
at Agua Caliente and thinks that it would be 
unwise to forego it, since the Olympic games are 
to be held in California and thousands of 
visitors are expected. 


The best inducement to get horses to leave 
Tanforan and go to Agua Caliente was the an- 
nouncement of fourth money in races at the 
latter point. It is rumored that horsemen at 
Tanforan now are to ask that in the new book 
the conditions be written to include fourth money, 
taking $20 off the winner, $10 off second and $5 
off third. 


“They had a year’s rain in one week,” at 
Phoenix, Arizona, the week of William P. Kyne’s 
recent race meeting. Plenty of bad luck. 

The Pacific Coast Sport News, with Joe Her- 
nandez as racing editor, has made its appearance 
at San Francisco, and Editor Meyer comments 
that “another game guy has laid it on the line,” 
in starting this venture. 


FRENCH PROTEST IMPORTATION. 


French horse breeders and trainers in session 
at Havre recently protested against the facility 
given for importing foreign horses into France as 
being detrimental to French horse breeding. The 
French production has lowered from 12 to 15 
per cent in three years and will get lower still 
if wholesale importation of foreign animals con- 
tinue. They passed a resolution moving that 
the minimum customs tax on horses imported 
into France be put up to 1,000 francs per head 
for every horse under 2 years, 2,000 francs for 
every horse over two years and more, and 3,000 
francs for every donkey or stallion of whatever 
age. They also asked that a close watch be kept 
on horses imported for food. 
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KENTUCKY 


REPORT AND RULES. 


HE Kentucky State Racing Commission is re- 

quired by law to make a biennial report to 
the General Assembly. The report to be made at 
the session convening January 4 is to be written 
during the next few days and will be presented 
to the members in printed form, as usual, said 
Miss M. Louise Wilson, assistant secretary in 
charge of the offices of the commission in the 
Phoenix Hotel, Lexington. 

Miss Wilson also stated that the work of com- 
piling a new book of the commission’s rules of 
racing has been completed and it is going to the 
printer this week. When the proof has been re- 
vised, the sheets will be sent to Judge Charles F. 
Price at his winter home at Naples, Florida, and 
when returned by him the book is to be printed 
and distributed to horsemen. 

The last book of rules printed was in 1924. 
Since that time numerous changes have been 
made, and there is great need for a new book. 
Chairman Polk Laffoon has not issued a call for 
the customary December meeting of the Racing 
Commission, but it is expected any day now that 
he will do so. His kinsman, Judge Ruby Laffoon, 
took his seat as Governor of Kentucky at Frank- 
fort Tuesday of this week. It is expected that he 
will send the names of his appointees to the rac- 
ing commission to the State Senate for confirma- 
tion early in the session. 

Governor Laffoon has given no intimation as 
to the personnel of the commission for his term, 
but there are rumors emanating from Louisville 
to the effect that at least three, possibly four, of 
the present commission will be renamed. One 
change, according to the Louisville report, may be 
the substitution of a Hopkinsville man for Frazer 
LeBus, of Lexington. The names of three well 
known breeders of Christian County, Rodman 
Meacham, Lucien A. Moseley and Thomas W. 
Garnett, are mentioned. It may be, it is further 
rumored, that Theodore H. Mueller, master of 
Shady Brook Farm, Louisville, will be supplanted 
by Wood F. Axton, master of Wildwood Farm, 
also of Louisville. V. Sanders states that Polk 
Laffoon, president of the Latonia Jockey Club, 
Covington, Stephen Sewell Combs, president of 
the Kentucky Association, Lexington, and Wil- 
liam E. Smith, president of the Standard Oil 
Company of Kentucky, will be reappointed. Buck 
Weaver, of The Louisville Times, disagrees. He 
believes that Polk Laffoon will not accept reap- 
pointment and that W. E. Smith will be elevated 
to the chairmanship. 

In connection with the publication of the book 
of rules, the suggestion is offered that it might 
be well to defer the printing until after the next 
meeting of the commission if there is any like- 
lihood that the open claiming rule, as in force 
in Maryland, will be substituted for the Kentucky 
rule. There seems to be considerable agitation 
among horsemen for such action. 

During the past week, President Sewell Combs 
of the Kentucky Association confirmed the infor- 
mation contained in THE BLOOD-HORSE that an 
effort will be made to secure reduced license tax 
by having the present law amended at the forth- 
coming session of the Legislature; that the purses 
for the next spring meeting at Lexington may be 
reduced to $500, particularly in the event reduc- 
tion of the tax is not obtained; and that the free 


list will be suspended and the admission charge 
reduced to $1. 


W. R. COE’S HORSES. 


W. R. Coe left Lexington early last week after 
having looked over his horses at the Shoshone 
Stud in company with Dr. Cassius Way, Trainer 
Bennett Creech and Farm Manager Hugh Fon- 
taine. With the exception of 25 yearlings, 
shipped some time ago to Belmont Park, and of 
Black Majesty and Diggins, which Trainer 
Creech took to Agua Caliente, the Coe horses 
will winter at the farm. The horses-in-training 
at the farm are Polonaise, Laughing Queen, Du- 
dine, Linguist, Ha Ha, Pompeius, Osculator, 
Masked Ball, Pompeia, Dinnet Time. Seven year- 
lings are also there: A colt (brother to Oscula- 
tor) by Pompey—-Some More, a gelding by Pom- 
pey-—Smack, filly (sister to Pompeius) by Pom- 
pey—Elvina, filly by Pompey—Circe, filly by 
Pompey—Kiss Again, filly by Pompey—Maibird, 
filly by Pompey—Tullia. 


DON RED’S HALF-BROTHER. 

Joe G. Chinn, of Lexington, was visiting Charles 
M. Lewis’ Charnell Farm when he looked over a 
fence and saw what he took to be a good-looking, 
good-sized 2-year-old. W. D. Evans, manager of 
the farm, informed him that it was a yearling 
instead, a bay colt by Boot to Boot out of *Tur- 
key Red II, by William Rufus, and therefore a 
half-brother to the good racer Don Red, which 
died early last season. Mr. Chinn climbed the 
fence, made an offer and bought the colt. The 
youngster is now at the Kentucky Association 
track and has been named Red Boot. 


MAX HIRSCH IN KENTUCKY. 

Max Hirsch, the noted trainer, with headquar- 
ters at Belmont Park, is in Lexington this week. 
It is his custom to come to Kentucky at this 
time each year and after an inspection of his 
own horses and those of his patrons to make the 
rounds of the breeding establishments. Mr. 
Hirsch announces that Terry will stand next sea- 
son for $200, insuring a live foal. Terry will be 
at Horace N. Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Farm as 
usual. His yearlings have shown well in their 
trials. 


*BORDER WARRANT. 

Expected at Hinata Farm, Lexington, in a 
short while is Raoul Walsh’s recent purchase, 
*Border Warrant, 2-year-old Irish-bred chestnut 
colt by Warden of the Marches—-Roxana, by Neil 
Gow. He won two races in four starts in Ire- 
land this year, his second victory being in the 
Beresford Stakes, one mile, $1,850, at The Cur- 
ragh. Mr. Walsh, it is understood, expects to 
nominate him for leading 3-year-old stakes of 
1932.

STAKES ENTRIES. 

N announcing the returns for the December 1 

closing of 22 stakes of the Westchester Racing 
Association and eight stakes of the Saratoga Rac- 
ing Association, Racing Secretary Victor E. 
Schaumburg says: “While it was generally be- 
lieved, in view of the depression which has af- 
fected all branches of business and industry, that 
the entries would be from 20 to 25 per cent less 
than last year’s figures, on the contrary there is 
practically the same response as a year ago.” 
In 1930 the Westchester stakes received 3,303 en- 
tries and this year the number was 3,205. Last 
year the Saratoga stakes had 1,810 entries and 
this year the number is 1,863. The comparative 
table is as follows:

FIGURES FOR THE YEAR. 


The compilation of statistics for New York’s 
racing season of 1931, published last week by 
Daily Racing Form, showed that the total and 
daily average distribution of money in the Em- 
pire State were lower than for the last four 
previous years. One must go back to 1926 to 
find a lower total distribution ($2,230,808) and 
back to 1925 to find a lower daily average ($12.,-

N. S. H. A. MEETING. 

The board of stewards of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association met in New York 
City Thursday, December 3, with Henry Bull, A. 


C. Bostwick, J. E. Davis, F. S. Von Stade and 
Bayard Warren present. 

After the meeting announcement was made 
that the association had removed the suspension 
imposed upon Jockey F. Thorndyke, continued 
the suspension of Jockey Ivan Parke and revoked 
the license of Jockey A. Clements. Thorndyke’s 
suspension came after he rode *Mirbat to last 
place in a three-horse steeplechase at Aqueduct 
July 8, 1931. Parke’s was imposed as a result of 
his unsatisfactory effort on *Game Coq at Bel- 
mont Park September 18, 1931. Clements was 
suspended by the stewards of the Myopia, Hunts 
Association October 17, 1931. 

New members elected by the association were 
William F. Hitt and Robert B. Young. Routine 
business included the granting of certificates and 
licenses to several applicants. 


H. P. WHITNEY’S ESTATE. 


An accounting of the estate of H. P. Whitney 
from the date of his death, October 26, 1930, to 
November 1, 1931, was filed in Surrogate’s Court 
in New York City. It shows receipts of $2,394,- 
397 income from personal property and $241,524 
income from real estate. The executors (Mrs. 
Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney, Cornelius Vander- 
bilt Whitney and Frank I. Croker, attorney), re- 
ported that they had had in hand, in principal 
and income, $61,008,448. Among the items was 
the information that Mr. Whitney owned Thor- 
oughbreds valued at $913,700, of which breeding 
stock to the value of $689,200 was at his Ken- 
tucky farm. (Since November 1, 51 head of 
horses have been sold from the farm for $91,775, 
by public auction.) The farm in Fayette county 
was valued at $364,704. 


MRS. WHITNEY RECOVERING. 

Mrs. Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney, widow of 
H. P. Whitney and mother of Cornelius Vander- 
bilt Whitney, is making satisfactory recovery 
from an operation for mastoiditis at the Harbor 
Sanitarium in New York City. 


FLOYD HALBERT’S ARREST. 


Floyd Halbert, who rode 84 winners’ in 1929 
and three winners in 1931, was arrested on a nar- 
cotic charge in a Chicago hotel last week. Taken 
into custody at the same time was George Fair- 
child, who was in the room with him at the time 
of the arrest. Fairchild has served a sentence 
for the sale of narcotics. Both men had hypo- 
dermic needles in their possession, but no “dope.” 
Newspapers reported that Halbert appeared in 
court “quaking from effects of narcotics used 
for three years.” The jockey stated that he had 
become an addict while recovering from a fall 
three years ago and estimated that his expend- 
itures for drugs had totaled $75,000. The 28- 
year-old rider was sent to the Bridewell Hos- 
pital for 60 days by Judge Donald McKinley, 
who expressed the hope: “This sentence may 
cure you.”

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MARYLAND 
DATES FOR 1932. 

HE Maryland Racing Commission, when its 

next meeting is held, will have before it 
for approval a schedule of dates for the 1932 
racing season in Maryland, as agreed upon by 
the four major and four minor tracks in the 
State. Ratification of the dates is generally a 
matter of form. There are few changes from 
the routine. Bowie, which opens the season, has 
not concluded whether to ask for the 11 days 
from April 1 to April 13 inclusive, or for the 
11 days from April 2 to April 14. The other 
dates are definite. Havre de Grace wants to 
shift one day from its fall to its spring schedule, 
making its spring meeting 13 days and cutting 
the fall session to 10. The change will give it 
a spring meeting of three Saturdays. The 
Maryland season totals 92 days, as usual, at the 
major tracks, and 25 days at the smaller meet- 
ings. The Preakness will be run at Pimlico Sat- 
urday, May 14, closing day. The schedule, sub- 
ject to the Commission’s approval:

PIMLICO FUTURITY CLOSING. 


Closing date for the Pimlico Futrity of 1934, 
for foals of 1932, is Monday, January 11, 1932, 
M. L. Daiger, secretary of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, has announced. The race, as usual, will 
have $40,000 added and the entrance fee will be 
$10, with no further payments to make until 
the horses go to the post as 2-year-olds at the 
Pimlico fall meeting three years hence. The 
starting fee is $1,000. Weight allowances are 
made in the case of sires and dams which have 
not produced winners at the time of closing of 
entries. Provision is made that the fee will be 
returned if the produce of the mare nominated is 
dropped before January 1, 1932, or is dead when 
foaled, or proves to be twins. The Maryland 
Jockey Club’s address is 533 Equitable Build- 
ing, Baltimore, Md. It is understood that other 
Pimlico stakes will close January 11. 


WINGFIELD STABLE AT PIMLICO. 

George Wingfield’s Nevada Stock Farm Sta- 
ble has been planted for the winter at Pimlico. 
Trainer Richard Carman has in his charge 11 
yearlings and five older horses, the 2-year-olds 
including Hygro, whose early promise was dim- 
med by his late-season record. Mr. Wingfield 
has decided against a winter campaign. Siskin, 
Hygro's speedy brother, will rejoin the stable 
for next year’s racing. 


Cc. W. PRIMROSE HURT, MOTHER DEAD. 
Judge Charles W. Primrose, a popular figure on 
the American Turf for more than 40 years, had 
a fall at the Bowie track Saturday, Novembr 28, 
and was taken to the South Baltimore Hospital 
in a serious condition. The following Tuesday, 


Judge Primrose’s mother, Mrs. A. A. Primrose, 
to whom he was very devoted, died in Brooklyn 
at the age of 97, without having learned of her 
son’s accident. While Judge Primrose was show- 
ing improvement his son, Charles, Jr., carried on 
his father’s work, sending a shipment of horses 
to Miami. The veteran official has been engaged 
to be in the stand at Tropical Park this winter. 
It is problematical whether he will be able to 
serve. The injury, caused by striking his head 
heavily, on a concrete floor, is a cerebral hemor- 
rhage.

JEFFERSON PARK CUTS PURSES. 

HE purse minimum at Jefferson Park, an- 

nounced at $800 before horsemen shipped to 
the track, continued at that figure until Monday, 
December 7. Beginning Tuesday, December 8, 
the minimum purse is $600. The daily distribu- 
tion has been cut down by about $500 or $600. 
The Jefferson management explained that, ex- 
cept on Thanksgiving Day, the daily receipts have 
been from $3,500 to $4,600 under operating ex- 
penses. It was also explained through the press: 

“The Jefferson people certainly have received 
a bad break. The weather was splendid—until 
the races got going—and then cold and rain set 
in and it has reduced the attendance far below 
expectations. Retrenchment therefore was not 
a matter of choice but compulsion.” 

The $600 purses are given in claiming races in 
which the minimum claiming price is under 
$2,000. The $700 purses are for races in which 
the minimum is $2,000. Perhaps the principal 
item that made Jefferson’s retrenchment a ne- 
cessity was the distrust with which the public 
views its unregulated pari-mutuels. ‘“Padding”’ 
the mutuels was being practiced with considerable 
frequency and perhaps other tricks were em- 
ployed. 


SWAIN NAMES COLT. 


Frank Swain, who is now at New Orleans 
Fair Grounds with his string. announces that he 
has obtained the name Just Buck for the year- 
ling chestnut colt (half-brother to Mother’s 
Choice), by *Justice F. out of Flavia (half-sister 
to Bunga Buck), by *Under Fire out of Mary 
Orr (also dam of Fretwell, Quick Stick and 
Candy Pan), by Orimar. This is a very at- 
tractive-looking colt, and it is expected that he 
will give a good account of himself in racing. 


DEATHS AT NEW ORLEANS. 

The sickness which swept over the two New 
Orleans courses at the beginning of the season 
there was still in force last week. F. P. Letellier 
lost a yearling filly by Omond—Intricate, which 
was taken by pneumonia, and John Marsch’s 
yearling bay colt by *Paicines—Atilla died of 
fever. 

LABROT HORSES AT FAIR GROUNDS. 

Trainer William Irvine has arrived at the Fair 
Grounds, New Orleans, from Maryland with 18 
horses, the property of Sylvester W. Labrot, 
master of Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, Md. 
Jockey Pat Remillard is with the stable.

Second to *Glangesia at the finish and beaten 
15 lengths by him was Mrs. Thomas H. Somer- 
ville’s Trouble Maker. Third was Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney’s Saltarello, formerly the property of 
the late “Jimmy” Haggin. Of the field of 13, 
only two others finished the course, Mrs. John 
Denny’s Licorice, fourth, and Austin H. Niblack’s 
*Maitland, fifth. 


Something under 10,000 persons were in the 
crowd which saw the second running of the 
race, inaugurated last December as an American 
counterpart of Aintree’s great steeplechase. 
Starter James P. Ross got the field away well. 

The difficult course was firmer on this oc- 
casion than last year, when every one of the 
starters fell at least once and only three fin- 
ished at all. Nevertheless casualties were fre- 
quent. By the time half the four and one-half 
miles had been completed, six horses had already 
been eliminated, leaving Saltarello, Word of 
Honor, Lunar, Licorice, *Glangesia, *Maitland 
and Trouble Maker still going. Saltarello had 
been taken into a long lead after the second 
jump and from there to the twenty-second of 
the 26 jumps he set the pace. After that Mr. J. 
V. Ryan sent *Glangesia to the lead and drew 
away. Trouble Maker closed rapidly and caught 
Saltarello to finish second. 

Word of Honor, victor in two important recent 
steeplechases under the colors of Shelby T. Har- 
bison, was among the contenders until he cleared 
the fifteenth jump, landed on a piece of loose 
sod that failed to hold, and went down, stun- 
ning his jockey, James Clyburn. The rider re- 
mounted, but was in such a daze that he lost 
his balance at the next obstacle and fell off the 
horse. Word of Honor came out of the race in 
good shape, without having ever been set down 
for his best lick. Mr. Harbison expects to nomi- 
nate him in some of the important steeplechase 
races of next season. Lunar, another of the 
favorites which stayed in the running until late 
in the race, dropped his rider at the twenty- 
fourth jump. The others which fell were Thorn- 


brack, Fiskie, *Manambar, *Land Boy, Leam- 
ing, *Racketeer II. Nine others were entered 
overnight but were scratched. Weights were 


level for all starters at 165 pounds, except Leam- 
ing, which had 150. 
Churchill Newcomb, 


riding his own mare, 


Fiskie, suffered a broken shoulder and other in- 
juries when the mare went down at the fourth 
jump. He is in the St. Thomas Hospital at 
Nashville. 

The time was 10:14 3/5, track fast. The win- 
ner’s spoils were $6,620 and a gold cup presented 
by Alfonso, erstwhile king of Spain. Trouble 
Maker won $1,000 for Mrs. Somerville and Sal- 
tarello saved his stake of $160. The first three 
horses are eligible for competition in the Grand 
National at Aintree. *Glangesia was fourth in 
that race in 1930, seventh in 1931. 


ALLIGATOR’S ENTRY REFUSED. 

Mrs. Bryce Wing sent in the nomination of 
her horse, Alligator, winner of the Grasslands 
International Steeplechase of 1930, for the next 
running of the Grand National at Aintree next 
March and made preparations to ship him from 
New York to Liverpool. He was to sail last 
Friday. That day the National Hunt Associa- 
tion announced from its offices in London that 
Alligator’s entry would be accepted for no race 
in England. The horse’s running in the Grass- 
lands race of last year, a race not sanctioned by 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association, 
America’s ruling body for the jumping sport, 
barred him from competing in races under the 
jurisdiction of the English National Hunt Asso- 
ciation, which has reciprocal relations with the 
American body. The second Grasslands Inter- 
national Steeplechase was run with the sanction 
of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa- 
tion and the three horses that were placed in 
the finish are eligible for the Grand National. 

Alligator, an 11-year-old gelding by *Iron Grey 
out of Florida, by Golden Maxim, won the first 
Grasslands jump under the colors of Mrs. Maud 
K. Stevenson, who became Mrs. Bryce Wing last 
April. Mr. Wing is joint master of the Har- 
ford Hunt Club, Baltimore, Md. Besides the 
Grasslands race, which marked the high point 
of his career, Alligator has won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, 1929, My Lady’s Manor Cup, 1930, 
and the Meadowbrook Cup. Alligator is by 
*Tron Grey out of Florida, by Golden Maxim or 
Fayette out of Grace Cameron, by Lissak, next 
dam Lida H., by Lisbon. *Iron Grey was by 
Andover—Eira, by Grey Leg.

OPEN BOOKMAKING STOPS. 

HEN the Agua Caliente management an- 

nounced that “open bookmaking,” that is, 
bookmaking in which any bookmaker may lay any 
price he pleases against any horse, would be 
welcomed at the present session, there was some 
smirking on the part of many familiar with 
that phase of the Turf. Since the opening of 
the plant two years ago, “Zeke’’ Caress has been 
in charge of the syndicate book there, and has 
managed always to have a top-heavy percentage 
against the public, which sometimes preferred 
to bargain with Mr. Caress rather than take 
chances with the mutuels. The Agua Caliente 
publicity mill, which never had much to say 
about the books, except the future betting on 
the Agua Caliente Handicap, now turned out 
quantities of copy about the reform of the ring, 
announcing that 20 or more would “cut in.” 
Opening day the number of operators who did 
“cut in’ was six. December 3 only one of the 
six showed up. The same day announcement 
was made that the open ring was suspended and 
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that the syndicate book would be reinstated. The 
publicity department tactfully explained: 


“The bookmakers in a body held a meeting 
last night and again this morning with General 
Manager J. N. Crofton and Zeke Caress to state 
their cause for withdrawal. No hard or ill feel- 
ing was expressed by the management or book- 
makers following the session in which the ‘lay- 
ers’ announced they were losing and that the 
play in most instances centered on the logical 
choices and the horses responded with such 
regularity that they wished to discontinue opera- 
tions for the time being.” 

General Manager James N. Crofton let him- 
self be quoted: 

“We have not abolished the idea of conducting 
an open ring at Agua Caliente and the book- 
makers who today decided to discontinue opera- 
tions may cut in again at any time. In the near 
future other bookmakers will cut in; it is hoped 
by the first of the year ten to fifteen books will 
be in operation daily. This short session of syn- 
dication does not mean the Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club does not want open bookmaking. The gen- 
tlemen who have been booking have asked if it 
were agreeable with us if they discontinued oper- 
ations for a short time and cut in again in the 
near future. Our answer to these gentlemen is 
that they may operate again on any day they 
so desire.”

TANFORAN STAKES. 

When Joseph A Murphy first announced his 
list of stakes for the extended period of the Tan- 
foran meeting, he included an event bearing the 
sesquipedalian name of Islam Temple Uniform 
Bodies Handicap. Last week when he announced 
closing dates for the stakes that handicap was 
missing from the list, and in its place on the 
program of December 12, was the A. B. Spreckels 
Memorial Handicap, which at first was scheduled 
for December 26. The stakes and closing dates 
for the Tanforan extension are as follows: 

A. B. Spreckels Memorial Handicap, December 
12, closed December 5; Elks Handicap, December 
19, to close December 12; Christmas Handicap, 
December 29, to close December 19; Mayor An- 
gelo J. Rossi Handicap, December 26, to close 
December 19; New Year’s Handicap, January 1, 
to close December 26; Farewell Handicap, Janu- 
ary 2, to close December 26. The only new han- 
dicap on the list is that named in honor of San 
Francisco’s Mayor Rossi; it is at six furlongs, 
with an added money value of $2,500. 


WIRT G. BOWMAN’S VICTORY. 


Wirt G. Bowman, 6-year-old namesake of the 
first president of the Agua Caliente Jockey Club, 
equalled the track record for a mile and an 
eighth at Tanforan December 5 in winning the 
first running of the California Claiming Handi- 
cap ($5,000 added, all ages). Trailing far back, 
next to last in the field of eight, until five fur- 
longs had been run, he made a strong run under 
Jockey D. Porter’s urging and moved into the 
lead as he turned into the stretch. Still fresh 
under his light handicap of 103 pounds, he drew 
away at the end to an easy win of two lengths. 
Addison and Stillwell’s Plunging Sun (104), which 
also made an excellent run through the stretch, 
was second, three lengths ahead of the San Mateo 
Stock Farm Stable’s Morpheus (3-y-o, 104). J. 


W. Marchbank’s Mopeco (3-y-o, 104) was fourth, 
a length farther back. The others were Brown 
Wisdom (118), Seguro (3-y-o, 105), Listo (117), 
Masterly (3-y-o, 103). Brown Wisdom made 
most of the early pace. The winner’s claiming 
price was set at $5,000 by the secretary, though 
he had recently run in claiming races with a 
value of $2,000. Wirt G. Bowman has now won 
six of his last seven starts and finished second in

POMPEY. 
O young sire in recent years has made so 
auspicious a beginning as has Pompey, 
whose advertisement is appearing along with 
other stallions at W R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud, 
near Lexington, on page 730 of this issue. 

Pompey’s first crop were foals of 1929, racing 
as two-year-olds this year. Of the 10 registered 
foals in this first crop, the bay colt from Ohone, 
by *Polymelian, died. Eight of the remaining 
nine have started and seven are winners. The 
eighth, Oxlip, a daughter of Polyanthus, by 
*Polymelian, has placed. The best of his get 
thus far is Osculator, five times a winner. Among 
his successes are three stakes, the National Stal- 
lion Stakes, $25,820, at Belmont Park; Great 
American, $12,250, at Aqueduct, and Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins Handicap, $11,875, at Laurel. Os- 
culator is out of Some More, a daughter of *Poly- 
melian--*Kiss Again, by Tracery. This horse 
was the result of mating on the principle of re- 
turning to the sire the best ‘blood of his dam, 
which was the blood of Polymelus, and it seems 
to have worked well in the case also of Pom- 
peius, a son of Elvina, by *Polymelian, a four 
times stakes winner and second in The Cham- 
pagne, Nursery and Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. Two other winners out of daughters of 
*Polymelian are Pompeia and Diggins. 

That Pompey also nicks well with American 
strains is shown in the case of Polonaise, a 
daughter of Sweet Music, by Harmonicon. Her 
three successes were in stakes, namely: the 
Fashion, $6,200, at Belmont Park; Schuylerville, 
$3,925, at Saratoga, and Albany Handicap, $4,- 
700, also at Saratoga. Harmonicon was a son 
of Disguise (by Domino) out of *Harpsichord, 
by Amphion. Sweet Music’s dam was Isette, by 
Isinglass, by Isonomy. Another instance of this 
nick is Masked Knight, son of Masked Dancer, 
by Disguise. The seventh winner is Linguist, 
a daughter of Polyglot, by *Over There, a son 
of Spearmint out of Summer Girl, by Sundridge. 
And here we find an example of the return of 
Sundridge to Sundridge, which, however, is not 
so suggestive of success as the mating of daugh- 
ters of *Polymelian with Pompey, or mares car- 
rying the blood of Domino. 

Manager Hugh Fontaine, of the Shoshone 
Stud, informs us that only five seasons are 
available to Pompey and it is our impression 
that it will not be long before they have been 
taken. 

J. H. WHITNEY’S MARES. 

John Hay Whitney is founding a stud which 
appears likely to rival in strength that of his 
cousin, Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney. Already 
he has 30 mares at the Greentree Farm of his 
mother, Mrs. Payne Whitney, at Lexington. Of 
these 30, there are 19 which are in foal to good 
sires. 

Among last week’s arrivals at the farm 
were three young mares Mr. Whitney recently 
purchased in England, through the British 
Bloodstock Agency. They are: *Lambling, bay 
filly, 2, by Solario—Lamb Mint, by Spearmint; 
*Kinswoman, bay filly, 3, by Buchan—Sister-in- 
Law, by Lemberg; unnamed bay filly, 2, by So- 
lario—Damask, by Lemberg. These fillies have 
just arrived from England. 

The 19 mares which have been pronounced in 
foal are carrying pledges to 15 different sires.

II and Sir Barton will make the season at L. A. 
Moseley’s Stud, Hopkinsville, Ky. His High 
Cloud is at Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Stud, 
Lexington. Mr. Jones has an equal partnership 
with Admiral Cary T. Grayson in *Strolling 
Player, which is at Admiral Grayson’s’ Blue 
Ridge Stud in Fauquier County, Virginia. He 
and Admiral Grayson are also equal share owners 
of *Bright Knight. Besides his ownership of or 
interest in the above named 12 stallions, Mr. 
Jones also had a third interest in *Royal Canopy, 
which stands at Capt. P. M. Walker’s Page- 
brook Stud in Clarke County, Virginia. 


MARES FOR *STEFAN THE GREAT. 


English advices are to the effect that Joseph 
E. Widener has transferred from his stud in 
France to England two more mares to be mated 
with *Stefan the Great next season. They are 
Lucinette, by Lemberg from Lucy Neal (a half- 
sister to Clarissimus), and Dogaresse (1928), by 
Niceas from Doniazade, by Sardanapale. Both 
mares are winners in France. Victory VI, foal- 
ed at Elmendorf in 1928, by Swynford out of 
*Lineage, by Tracery, which won at the recent 
Lincoln meeting in England, under Mr. Widener’s 
colors, is also to visit *Stefan the Great next 
spring. Mr. Widener gave $30,000 for *Lineage 
when she came up for sale in the Petwick Stud 
Farms consignment at Newmarket, December 8, 
1927, and she was immediately brought over to 
Elmendorf. 


HAMOAZE IN LIMELIGHT. 


The fact that Saltash (sire of Strephon), stand- 
ing at the stud of B. J. Moran, at Cowper, Clar- 
ence River, New South Wales, continues to sire 
good stock, brings attention to the circumstance 
that his dam, Hamoaze, is credited with three 
successful sons at stud in three countries. 
Hamoaze is also dam of Buchan (own brother to 
Saltash), by Sunstar, a top-liner in England, and 
of *St. Germans (sire of Twenty Grand), by 
Swynford, standing at the Greentree Stud, near 
Lexington. Hamoaze was a stakes winner at 
a mile and a quarter. Her sire, Torpoint, was a 
stout staying son of Trenton, and her dam, Maid 
of the Mist (dam of Craig an Eran and gran- 
dam of *Bright Knight), was by Cyllene (sire 
of Polymelus, sire of Phalaris) out of the great 
mare Sceptre, by Persimmon. 


SWEEP ON AT SHOSHONE STUD. 


W. R. Coe’s Sweep On, which made the season 
of 1931 at the Glencrest Farm of Roy H. Farmer, 
near Midway, Ky., has been returned to the Sho- 
shone Stud of his owner, William R. Coe, and will 
stand there in 1932, Hugh Fontaine, manager at 
Shoshone, reported last week. He will be found 
advertised in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
along with three other stallions, Pompey, *Poly- 
melian and Hustle On, at Shoshone. Sweep On 
has been successful as a stock horse, and has 
been especially dependable at siring 2-year-old 
speed. He had nine 2-year-old winners in 1928, 
nine in 1929, four in 1930 and 10 in 1931. 


FOREIGN 


CHAPMAN GETS DAMAGES. 


ONTENDING that his career has been ruined 

by a statement issued by The Jockey Club 
in England in which, he claimed, it had been 
made to appear that he had drugged the horse, 
Don Pat, Charles Chapman, young trainer, 
brought a libel suit against the Jockey Club 
and others. 

An Associated Press message from London 
under date of December 1 relates that damages 
to the amount of £16,000 and costs had been 
gained by Chapman from the Jockey Club and 
others, including Lord Harwood, who is the 
husband of Princess Mary. | 

Chapman was ruled off on the charge that 
he had “doped” Don Pat in a handicap at Kemp- 
ton Park, August 13, 1930. More of the details 
of the trial will be available for the next issue 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE, by which time the mails 
from England will have been received. 


HEARTBREAK HILL, 


The racing world was keenly interested yester- 
day in the revelation in The Daily Mail that 
Heartbreak Hill, the Irish mare which won the 
Grand Sefton Steeplechase at Aintree on Thurs- 
day, is officially not in this country at all but in 
the United States. 

An objection may be lodged on behalf of Mr. 
Whitney, the owner of Sir Lindsay, the second 
horse in the race, to test this very unusual point. 

The “General Stud Book,” the official record, 
shows that the mare Little Sweetheart had a filly 
foal by Don Juan in 1925. This foal was regis- 
tered as Heartbreak Hill, and a note is added in 
the official record that she went to America in 
1928. As far as the registry office is concerned 
she is still there, though actually, I understand, 
she never left Ireland until this week. 

Mr. T. J. Lavin, the Irish agent for Mrs. C. S. 
Bird, Jr., the American owner of Heartbreak Hill, 
told me yesterday how the error arose in the Stud 
Book: 

“When Mrs. Bird bought the mare in 1928,” he 
said, “she intended to send her to America, but 
after the necessary formalities had been com- 
pleted she changed her mind and Heartbreak Hill 
remained in Ireland. Perhaps I should have in- 
formed Messrs. Weatherby (the agents of the 
Jockey Club) at the time, but I am sure that the 
entry will be corrected in the next edition of the 
Stud Book.”—Robin Goodfellow in The Daily Mail 
(London). 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


At Auteuil, France, November 8, there were 
two dead heats in hurdle races. Filidor and Re- 
benti, Ma Gigolette arid Cobaea were the dead- 
heaters. 

Midlothian, prevented from running in the 
Derby of 1929 by reason of the death of his 
owner, Lord Rosebery, died recently. 

First prices being quoted by bookmakers on 
next year’s Derby have the Gainsborough—Golden 
Hair colt at 4-1, Mannamead 6-1, Miracle and 
Wyvern 14-1, Clustine, Cockpen and Wisborough 
16-1.

Two of these, 
Golden Prince and Mike Hall, entered the list by 
dint of victories in the $100,000 added Coffroth 
Handicap of 1929 and Agua Caliente Handicap 
of this year, also $100,000 added.

30, there have been 11,043 races run on rec- 
ognized tracks of the United States, Mexico, 
Canada and Cuba this year. In first monies, 
these have had a value of $9,415,747. They have 
been won by 4,299 racers, sired by 709 stallions. 
Since the northern season came to an end with 
the end of November and since there are no very 
valuable stakes at the winter tracks in Decem- 
ber, the standings now are not likely to change 
much before the end of the year. The leaders 
are about the same as a month ago, but *Dis 
Donc, through Top Flight’s victory in the Pim- 
lico Futurity, has displaced Prince Pal in sec-
